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INTRODUCTION: 

Eleven  of  the  171  historic  sites  and  structures  identified 
within  the  study  area  limits  of  Pool  6  are  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places.  Others  have  been  determined  eligi¬ 
ble  but  have  not,  as  yet,  been  placed  on  The  Register.  Listings 
are  provided  for  each  structure  and  Figures  1  through  6  provide 
site  locations.  It  should  be  noted  that  single  map  numbers  have 
been  assigned  for  Winona  (No. 29)  and  Trempealeau  (No. 42)  because 
of  the  very  tightly  clustered  distribution  of  structures  within 
the  limits  of  these  cities. 

The  archaeological  site  inventory  in  the  Pool  6  region  totals 
sixty-one.  Figures  7  through  12  note  the  locations  of  these  sixty-one 
archaeological  sites  and  Table  1  provides  a  breakdown  of  the 
identified  components.  It  should  be  noted  that  site  distributions 
are  not  based  on  comprehensive  systematic  survey  and  thus  should 
not  be  used  for  predictive  statements.  Finally,  sites  categorized 
as  ineligible,  unless  specifically  noted,  means  simply  that  they 
have  not  been  evaluated  in  terms  of  National  Register  criteria.
